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(d) The Secretary shall, by March 1, 2006, report to the

Governor and the General Assembly the results of the studies

undertaken in compliance with subsections (a), (b), and (c).

The Secretary's reports shall contain cost estimates and

comparisons of those estimates to comparable costs under

present law.

(e) This Section is repealed on January 1, 2007.
